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UU'R TREATIES WiITH CHINA.

The Department of State s glving
careful attentlon to conditlons In China
which thredaten Injury to  American
trade.  The American milnkster at Peking
has been lustrycted to call the attention
of the Chitess government to the treaty
of 188 with the United States, which
remnlus In force, one article af which
Ruarantees certain rights 10 Ameorican
cltizens ns to lporting, exporting, buy-
ing nnd selllug st the open ports of
China. It I8 apprebended that the boy-
eott movement ny interfere with these
treaty rights, respeact of which will of
course be firmly Insisted upon by our
government. At the same time the
Ameriean consuls {n Chinn bave been
Instructed to furnish detalled reports of
the boycott situation.

A Washington Mspateh says that our
government will prolably take a de
termined position and insist upon fair
treatment for Amerlean trade in the
Chinese empire and It s belleved that
once the government of China gives ex-
plleit orders prohibiting the boycott the
merchants will abandon the undertaking
in short order. There should be no hesl-
tatlon on the part of the government In
taking such actlon as It properly can
whenever it shall become couvineed that
the movewent hostile to our trade {8 as
represented. There must be a firm in:
sistence upan strict obkervance of all
treaty rights and the Chinese govern-
ment must be glven to understand In
unmlstikable terms that it will be held
responsible for any fallure In this re-
&pect, Of course nothing that our gov-
ernment ean do will compel the mer-
chants of Chinn to take our goodr or
the people to huy them, but we ecan In-
sist that there shall be no openty unfair
digeriminntion against uk, especlally of
n character that violates treaty obliga-
tiona,

The trouble {s that the Chinese gov-
ernment may prove unnble to prevent
this: that while It may make a sincere
effort to do so, Httle heed wHl Le given
to Its efforts. Peking has already s
sued an order to viceroys Instructing
them to prevent the boyecott, but It is
stated that practieally nothiug bhas been
done by Chinese officinls. The fact
undoubtedly Is that these officials are
very generally in sympathy with the
boyeott movement and are disposed to
ald rather than to hinder it Belng
irresponsible and virtually independent
of the Ilmperinl government, they will
give only such respect as they please to
the wishes of the Peking authorities. It
Iz therefore to be apprehended that the
be malntalned. perhaps
somewhnt less aggressively than thus
far, yet with enough vigor and per-
elstence to effect a very material redue-
tion In our trade,

As a matter of fact the feeling In
China townard the United States is at
present distinetly unfriendly. There is
A very strong sentiment of resentment
among merchants, students and the bet-
ter class of the people, and there {= rea-
son to belleve that some prominent and
Influentlal men at Peking and elsewhere
are not doing anything to discournge
this feeling. Everybody here under-
stunds its couse and the question to be
determined s whether we shall remove
the cause. That is for congress to de-
clide, the glmple course being 1o 80 mod-
Ify the exclusion law as to keep ont
only Chinese laborers. If that be done
the peril to our trade will be averted.

INSURANUE REGULATION.

The grest interest whbich President
Roosevelt Is showing In the question of
federal regulntion and supervision of the
life Insurance business gives promise
that he will In his next anuusl message
devote to the watter careful consldera-
tlon and earnestly urge it upon the at-
tention of congress. There Is no doubt
that the president Is very strongly im-
pressed with Its lmportance, as Indeed
most persous are who have given the
subject Intelligent and serlous considera-
tion. The Interview glven out by Sen-
ator Dryden of New Jersey, after a con-
ference with Mr. Roosevelt, indlcutes
goiné counfldence that congress will act
upon the bill which he Introduced in the
senate at the last sesslon, and also that
the measure will have the support of the
principal life Insurance men of the coun-
try, If the guestion or federal super-
vision and regulation could be submjtted
to the policyholders they undoubtedly
would be found practieally unanimous in
favor of the proposition,

The Investigation to be made of the
New York life insurance companies by
the joint commiftee of the legialature
will perhaps disclose conditions thut will
greatly strengthen public sentiment in
fuvor of bhaving the business placed up-
der federnl regulation, There Is no sus-
pleion in regard to the solveuey of any
of these compnnles, but it 1s belleved
that some of them bave not been pursu-
ing sound and judiclous Lusiness meth-
ods,

CUONSULAK BREURGANIZATION.

A part of the mission ubroud of Mr.
Loomls, naslstant secretary of state, was
to investignte the business methods of
our embuassies, legations and consulates
and nlse look Wto the system In vogue
in the foreign offices of European coun-
tries. It appesrs thut his Investigation
resulted Iy finding some things In the
European systems which could be ad-
vantegeously adopled oy our govern-
ment and which probably will be lutro-
duced soot after Secretary Koot assumes
his dutles In the Department of State.
He found, for instance, that the German
Forelgn office bns a fArst-class Informa-
thon bureau which constantly sends out
news vital to the Germuan forelgn offices
throughout the world. The German For-
elgn office gets Information of pressing
Interest to its minlsters and coosuls
and uses the telegraph or the ¢able
freely to keep them informed. Mr.
Loomis stated that it is this kiond of a
clearing house that our government will
put In operation, with such modifications
us seem best to sult our needs, not add-
Ing to our system any “red tupe,” of
which there is already enongh,

Mr. Loomis further stated that the for-

——

elgn  werviee Wil also probably be
strengthened by a shakeup in its per
wonnel, It Is manifestly stlll the bellef
of President Roosevelt, ng he sald In his
Inst mniunl message, that the consular
service ¢can be lmproved and he intends
to act upon that bellef. It hay not Leen
poliited out by anyone connected with
the ndministeation just what the defects
are, but It I not to be donbted that the
president has wmnde himself thoroughly
scquainted with them and s earnestly
desirons of applying o remedy. Our for.
elgn commercinl interestx will be pro
motedd by & strong consular service and
the matter of providing this shonld re-
celve the careful attentlon of the next
tongress,  The adminlstration ean do
much, but there must be legislation In
order to nttain the best results,

THE REGISTRATION MIXUP-

Acccording to the opinjon submitted
to Clty Clerk Elbourn by Clty Attorney
Breen, embodylng his latest interpreta
tion of the new primary law so far as it
relntes (o the reglstration of voters, we
are to have only three registration days
us berotofore, but the first day is to be
moyed up & mouth o colnelde with the
primary election day, snd the last two
days will remnin 1 week and two weeks
before the regulnr November election.

How Mr. Breen arvives at thils conélu-
sion is not clear. 'The very fact that he
has construed the law différently nearly
every thme he has read It ilostrates the
confusion-mnde by the lawmakers and
foreshadows the possibliity of a mixup
in reglstration from which it would be
dificult to extricate ourselves, The
Inw providing for the registration of
voters relutes to all cltles having up-
wards of 7.000 Inhabitants and txes the
duates of registration.” At the thmes hereln.
before provided and then only.”  Thia
law bas pot been specifically nmended
or ropealed bty the new primary law
and eannot be regarded us modified by
It in any way except by the huzy doe
trine of impHleation.
The operation of the registration law
had previously been enlarged by the act
governing primary elections, providing
for the propounding of certaln addl
tionnl guestions to voters seeking reg-
Istration, these guestions beuring upon
their party aMliations, “Iin order that
none but those atfilinting with amd belng
members of any polltical party  shall
partieipate in any primary election held
by such polltical party.”

The new primary law undertokos to

repeal all other primary laws, and If
valld takes away from the registrars
whatever authority they now have to

question as to politieal aMiiation ex-
cept on the one day of the primary elec.
tion. Nelther is any one to be permitted
to vote at the primary electlon who has
not had his politics recorded nt the reg-
Istration of the preceding year. The re-
suit would be that voters registering on
the second or third day, If deprived of
thelr opportunity to record thelr party
affiliation, would be disfranchised from
ever participating lo a primary for at
least two years.

All this goes to emphasize the need
of having the new primary law phssed
upon by the courts in all Its provisions
before it goes into operntion. City Clerk
Elbourn wonld, in our opinion, he futlrl
Justified In himself instituting o test |
case of some kind before entalllng upon
the taxpayers of the city the additional
expense lnvolved Ly Its new reglstration
foatures, If the law should be held
good. the court would doubtless clear up
the apparent conflict of its provisions,
and If 1t Is not good law, noue of the
taxpayers’ money shonld be thrown
away experimenting with it.

President Roosevelt's conclusions respect-
Ing the treatment of the so-called *‘trusts™
are In accord with public sentiment., There
is substantial unanimty of opinton that
rensonable regulation and mupervision are
necesanry and that if the “‘trusta* do not
neerde to such rensonabls regulation they
will only invite more drastic aotion,

In this section of the country there Is,
hwowever, & foeling that the campalgn
ngainst the ‘“trusis,'” In order to be ef-
fective, should be of & general rather than
of & seloctive nature

There Is no disposition in the west to
detend or to apologise for the meat pack-
ere. Oin the contrary, popular disapproval
of tha "besf Yrust” is more pronounced
weatl than In any other
part of the country, because It Is not only
the consumer but the cattle rulser who
deems himself Injurad by tha operations
of the packeérs. Tha packers have boan
compelled 1o bear some of the odium which
rightfully belongs to others,

There Is, however, in the west & gen-
eral disposition not to disapprove the ac-
tivity of the department of justice with
respoct to the pacicers, but to regard with
surprise the [nactivity of that department
certaln eastern “trusia” of egual
potentinlity for evil and of considerably
longer #tanding.

The west cannot understand for Instance,
why the law department of the government
should, during two years, concenirate it
energles upon the so-called “beef trust”
and pay no n!lnuuun whnloﬂfr to the “'kero-
sene trust.”

All the Washingtion ocorrespondents are
equipped with lurge wardrobes, consisting
of severnl suity of clothes and a dreas sult,
which they put on religlously with the din-
n&ér mwnd woal through the remainder of the
evening. In a f(ew (nstances staff men
were sent out from the New York and
Boston papoera Lo assist the Washlngton
men, and they did not equlp themselves
with the requisite swallowiail, Ohe ex-
tremely senellive staff man from Boston
suffered great embarrasgsment on account of
being obliged Lo appear In busiiess attire
every evening, and one night his supetrior
misend him, Late thut night he retelved a

dispateh from the sthff man Iin Boston
reading: “Am here after diplomatie at-
mosphers. Back In the morning.” The

next morning the young man arvived, car-
rying n huge box bearing the label of A
well known Boston clothler, In it wers a
Tuxedo cont and a pair of patent lesther
shoes, He announced to his superior from
Whashington that, having cquipped himsalf
with diplomatic atmosphers at & cost of $45,
ready made, he was prepared 10 £0 o wWork
agaln.

“Cranks” are pestoring the life out of
the envoys through lotters and tejegrams,
and tho secret sorvice men are on the alert
day and night (o see that none of the long-
halred fraternity approaches the hotel,

A small omnibus runs betweaon the hotel
and the trolley line from Portsmouth, and
enoh stranger that alights from the vehicle
is closely scrutinfaed. Two secret pervice
men sit on the front piagsa all day and fre-
quently act as porters, taking n stranger’s
hand baggage in order to make a closer In-
gpection of him without attracting his at-
tention. Thus far the ‘cranks” have
shown greatest activity in letter writing.
The mall recelved by the envoys and their
sultes Is enormous and sich day since
their arrival from ten to fifty Yorank'
ecommunieations have been recelved.

Momt of them are harmless enough in
tone—merely Informing the envoys what
they eghould or should not do, but they
give the secretaries considerable trouble
and have caused a little apprehension
among the Russians. The Japanese have
little fear of secret or abnormal snemies.

Nauilroad Mansgers Strive to Sanilafy

of giving the Interstats Commerce commis.
slon Incger authority ever rallwuy rates has
put thes rallroads on thelr good behavior,
Formerly when the commission (ssusd an
Important ordar affectiog (he rates the
roads disregarded It or fought N8 exnoy-
tlon. Anzious to amooth the ruffied feslings
of a people incenmsed by their disregard of
Iaw, the rallroads are now exhibliing a
wonderful alacrity to comply not only with
orders which the commission has Issupd
but also with orders It (s thought it may
i8sus If ite action be not antic!pated.

Investigations by the Intersata Com-
merca commiasion have revealed that the
owners of private car lines have besn reap-
Ing enormous profits by monepoliatie and
axtortionats methods. BSome doubt haws
existed as to the extent of the commin-
son’'s authority over the relations betwaan
thess linem and the mallway companies, but
since that body served notlee on the roads
that the government would hold them re.
sponsible for any speclal rates they might
give privata llnes the Michigan Central,
Pare Marmquetts and Unlon Pacific have an-
nounesd that hereafter they will provide
theilr own cars for the tranaportation of
frults and other perishable products. If
these roafls carry out thelr promissa tha
private car monopolies will be given a hard
blow,

A yeot batter flluatmation of the promptl-
tude of the roads at presont to do justice
to remonstrating patrons s afforded by the
action the Illincls Cantral and Loulsviiis &
Nashville have just taken In reforence to
oll ratea. Boutherm oll refiners compinined
to the Interstats Commercs ocommission
that tha rates charged by these and other
roads on northhound ofl wers much higher
than those charged by them on routhbound
ofl. The result af this dlscrimination was
that the Btandard Ol company, most of
whoss properties are In the north, was ahls
ta msell ol] In the aouth at & profit, while the
Independent southern refiners wers practics
aully barred from markets which ware
naturally thelrs. Before the time came for
& hearing on the compiaint the Ilinoin
Central and Loulsville & Nashville reduced
thelr northbound rata about B) per cent,
and It is axpacted that the other roads con-
cernad will follow thelr exampla.

The peopls will bs plaased with thess
signs of a new disposition on the part of
the rallroads to treat shippers mors equit-
ably and to obey the law before they are
forcad to. They are on thalr good behavior
becouss they wish to prevent the enact-
ment of & rate law. They will stay on
their good bshavior only if, by the snact-
ment and enforcement of new legisiation,
they are compellad to do sa.
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it on hand.
